SUMMARY: ALL PAPERS LEAD WITH PLANNED TRIP TO ME NEXT WEEK, 
TO "SALVAGE" PEACE EFFORTS OF HAK. END SUMMARY. 

L NYTIMES: GWERTZMAN ON P. 1 HAS LONG STORY ON HAK CON- 
TACTS WITH ARAB LEADERS TO ASSESS RABAT DECISIONS. REPORTERS 
ON PLANE TOLD THAT DESPITE OBVIOUS COMPLICATIONS, SOME ARAB 
LEADERS STILL HOPEFUL FOR NEGOTIATIONS. THIS CRISIS IS 
HAK'S MOST SEVERE PROBLEM IN A YEAR'S WORK FOR PEACE, 

PLUS UNCERTAINTY OF ARABS' NEXT MOVE. POSSIBILITY OF

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2. WASHPOST: MARDER ON P. 1 SAYS RABAT DECISION WENT 
AGAINST U.S. POLICY FOR WORKING THROUGH IORDAN, BUT CITES 
HAK THAT DOOR IS NOT CLOSED, EVEN THOUGH ISRAEL REJECTS 
THE PLO. REPORTERS WERE CAUTIONED AGAINST A SENSE OF 

PANIC OR HOPELESSNESS, WHICH MIGHT LEAD TO ANOTHER CON- 
FRONTATION. "THE 'MINEFIELD' METAPHOR THAT KISSINGER HAS

KISSINGER FINISHED A BRIEF STAY IN BANGLADESH PROMISING
